It’s tlie season of gift-giving, wliicli 
means you undoubtedly will get 
something you genuinely do not 
need or want. "You’re tempted to 
regift that ugly sweater/bookyou 
already read/obscenely large basket 
of bubble bath.

We looked to Lizzie Post, the 
great-great granddaughter of famed 
etiquette expert Emily Post and 
author of “Emily Post’s Etiquette, 
i8th edition,” for a thumbs up/ 
thumbs down on the controversial 
practice of passing off a gift you 
received as one you bought for 
someone else. Is it ever really ac- 
ceptable? 

“I have Idnd of two thoughts 
about it and they’re contradicting,” 
Post said. “One: No, it’s not ac- 
ceptable! Truthfully you should be 
receiving a gift with the generosity 
of spirit that it was given to you. It 
shouldn’t really matter what it was;

Spiked into the ground 


On “How I Met Your 
Mother,” Ted (fosh 
Radnor) meeting a 
woman with a yellow 
umbrella— his future 
wife —is a happy oc- 
casion, and Marshall’s 
(Jason Segel) citywide 
search for memorable flavor leads to satisfac- 
tion (and a delicious burger). 

In director Spike Lee’s misguided remake of 
the 2003 South Korean thriller “Oldboy” simi- 
lar events hardly count as upbeat. The morn- 
ing after Joe’s (Josh Brolin) drunken acknowl- 
edgment of a woman under an umbrella, he 
awakens naked in a motel room. This wouldn’t 
be so bad if it didn’t become his prison for the 
next 20 years, as a mysterious operation holds 
him captive and feeds him the same lousy 
dumplings each night. Seeing on TV that he’s 
been framed for his ex-wife’s murder and his 
3 -year-old daughter has been adopted, Joe 
swears vengeance on his captors and to clean 
himself up and become a better dad. 

All this and more on the next episode of 
“How I Didn’t Kill Your Mother.” 

Park Chan-wook’s original film required 
considerable suspension of disbelief (and tol- 
erance for teeth being yanked out) to buy into 
its tragic, long-term story Written by Illinois 
native Mark Protosevich (“I Am Legend”), 
Lee’s “Oldboy” becomes almost comically 
elaborate— and too much to accept. It gives 
away nothing to say that previously logical ac- 
tions and punishments have become confused 
and minimized, depleting the force of this 
story of heartbreak and atonement. 

Plus, Lee is simply doing things here that 
aren’t his specialty As Joe takes on a horde of 
attackers. Van Damme-style, the dudes on the 
fringes look hilariously unmenacing. Likewise,

when Joe meets his captor and is told he has 
a certain amount of time to answer questions 
if he wants to save his daughter, the movie 
doesn’t adopt the required urgency This time, 
the mystery unfolds too clearly and without 
the monumental weight needed to sustain 
such hefty jumps in logic. 

It’s still pretty funny to see Joe return to 
society in 2013 like “Encino Man” and ask, 
“Where are all the payphones?” Brolin, whose 
character never becomes the damaged pris- 
oner or once-irresponsible shyster seeking re- 
demption that “Oldboy” requires, is bested by 
the ever-reliable Elizabeth Olsen as a woman 
who takes an interest in Joe’s situation. Let’s 
get cracking on a movie where she’s the one 
kicking ass and taking names. 

Oh. They are. It’s ‘Avengers 2.”

Is “Philomena” a good 
movie or a very good 
movie? Tough call. 
Let’s say somewhere 
in between. 

It’s worth prais- 
ing how the dram- 
edy doesn’t appear to 
falsely exaggerate the true events it’s inspired 
by As Martin (co-writer Steve Coogan) gets 
back into journalism to help Philomena (Judi 
Dench) track down the son whom “evil nuns” 
(Martin’s description, not hers) forced her to 
give up 50 years earlier, the film resists sug- 
gesting that the journey represented more to 
Martin than it actually did. This primarily is 
Philomena’s story and it’s a natural crowd- 
pleaser. 

Coogan (“The Other Guys,” “Hamlet 2”) 
is hilarious as always, but Martin’s dry sense 
of humor never comes off as irritating comic 
relief He’s an atheist horrified by the church’s 
treatment of his subject and is frustrated that 
she’s not angrier. Philomena, on the other 
hand, wants to know anything she can about

the boy whose conception resulted from a 
young girl knowing nothing about reproduc- 
tion. 

Suffice to say it’s easy to side with Martin’s 
shock about Philomena’s treatment. 

The film flirts with breeziness and cuteness, 
and it would be nice to learn a little more 
about Martin. Still, Coogan and Dench make 
a fantastic team, believable in their sweet 
moments together without having to become 
best pals. She’s always watching the movie of 
her memory This is a story full of heart about 
the weight of anger, the relief of clarity and 
the world sometimes just not being especially 
good. 

Director Stephen Frears (“The Queen”) 
avoids highlighting ironies in blunt, capital 
letters but also could have gone deeper. The 
searchers learn that Philomena’s son is affili- 
ated with a political party that ultimately did 
him harm. An elderly nun preaches the sanc- 


tity of chastity without seeming to recognize 
that she wouldn’t be around if her parents had 
felt the same. The film establishes different 
paths— could Philomena’s son be a CEO or 
homeless? Will this story have a happy or a sad 
ending? — and allows for varied viewpoints. 


It also knows how tough it can be to see the 
other side. 

The question about believing in God never 
seemed to allow for a short answer, Martin 
tells Philomena. Does she believe? Her answer 
couldn’t be any shorter: “^s.”
